TO 

Provide facilities for vesting the Book of Cashel in Trustees. 

\ \ HEBEAS it is expedient to provide facilities for vesting the 
' " Boc k °f Cashel in trustees for the purposes of the restoration 
of the cathedral and the preservation of the historical ruins : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
5 with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

1. From and after the passing of this Act it shall be lawful for 
the Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland, and for the 

10 Secretary of the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, or 
either of them according to their estates and interests respectively, 
with the consent of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, if he so think fit, 
to transfer and assign the Bock of Cashel in the county of Tipperary, 
and the buildings and ruins thereon, to “ The Trustees of the Bock 
15 of Cashel ” constituted under this Act. 

2. The following persons, that is to say, Henry Duke of Norfolk, 
the Most Bevorend Patrick Leahy Archbishop of Cashel, Hlick 
John Marquess of Clanricarde, Eudolph William Basil Earl of 
Denbigh, Arthur James Earl of Eingall, George Arthur Hastings

Hale John Charles Earl of Limerick, Thomas Arthur Joseph Vis- 
count Southwell, Henry Edward Baron Stanley of Alderley, the 
Bight Honourable Bicliard More O’Ferrall, the Eight Honourable 
William Monsell, M.P., the Bight Honourable Sir Colman O’Loghlen, 
25 Baronet, M.P., the Eight Honourable William u.

Vere, Baronet, Sir Dominic Corrigan, Baronet, M.P., Sir John 
Gray, M.P., E. De la Poer, Esq., M.P., Mitchell Henry, Esq., M.P., 
SO Denis Oaulfeild Heron, Esq., M.P, the Venerable William Quirke’ 
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Archdeacon of Cashel, George Byan, Esq., D.L., Aubrey Ee Vere, 
Esq., James Lenigan, Esq., D.L., E. J. Power Lalor, Esq., D.L., 
Thomas Lalor, Esq., D.L., Charles Bianconi, Esq., D.L., James 
Scully Esq., Count J ohn O’Byrne, the chairman of the Town Com- 
missioners of Cashel for the time being, Arthur John Moore, and 5 
then successors, shall form and constitute a body corporate and 
politic, haying perpetual succession and a common seal, under the 
name of “ The Trustees of the Bock of Cashel.” 

3. All burial vaults, tombs, monuments, and private rights of 
sepulture on the Bock of Cashel belonging to individuals, and all 10 
other private rights of property (if any) on the Bock of Cashel 
belonging to individuals, are hereby saved and excepted out of the 
operation of this Act as if this Act had not passed. 

4. On a vacancy occurring amongst such trustees by death or 
resignation, the remaining trustees, Or a majority of them, may fill 15 
up the vacancy. 

5. Upon such transfer and assignment all the property in and 
rights over the Bock of Cashel, and the buildings or ruins thereon, 
now belonging to or possessed by the Commissioners of Church 
Temporalities in Ireland, or the Commissioners of Public Works in 20 
Ireland, or the Secretary of the Commissioners of Public Works in 
Ireland, shall cease and determine.
